What Underwoed Says. 

Summarizing the conclusion of the 
committee, Chairman Underwood says:

22195 of this session no 
intentional provision was made for 
protection, the endeavor being to re- 
duce and adjust rates with a view to 
producing the largest amount of rev- 
enue consistent with tiie proper con- 
sideration of the consurker. It is be- 
l{feved that the rates of this bill ap- 
proach very closely, at least, to the 
besi revenue producing points, and that 
rates should, if enacted into law, per- 
mit such quantities of {mports as will 
effectively regulate domestic prices. 
Such corfpetition would be an impor- 
tant service to the people, as itt would 
encourage increased consumption and 
production by making more nearly 
normal the conditions of supply and 
demand. The report of the tariff board, 
sO far as it admits of conclusions. 
shows that the rates which meet the 
consumer's needs also sufficiently sat- 
isfy those of the producer.” 

After reviewing the democratic at- 
tempt of last year to secure revision 
of the wool schedule and the president's 
veto, the committee quoted the report

“Throughout its investigation of 
costs of production, the tariff board ap- 
parently considers the maintenance of 
the existing tariff, or something ap- 
proximating to it. fundamental and 
necessary. Thereby it adds very great- 
ly to the ‘cost’ stated as representa- 
tive of the necessities of the American 
wool and woolen industry under exist- 
ing conditions. This is an error which 
runs practically throughout the whole 
report and which needs to be eonelder- 
ed very cerefully in order to realize 
the far-reaching character of the modi-

The committee discusses at length 
the conditions relating to the produc- | 
tion of raw wool in this country and ! 
ebroad, and, after reviewing the three: 
of wool as considered in the 
report and. in the Payne-Aldrich bill, | 
the comnrittee says, in justification of, 
the bill placing a revenue duty of 20: 
per cent on raw wool: 

““Insg IIT wool needs\no protection, | 
becuuse ‘t is scarcely produced at all; 
ir the United States. 

Class Il wool needs no protection, be- 
eause those of our wools which com- 
pete with it are produced at a very low 
cost of production. | 

“Class I wools need no protection asa 
indicated by actual figures of sales. 
As shown by estimated cost of produc- 
tion the needed duty would not exceed | 
15 to 20 per cent. A duty of 25 per| 
cent would be considerably in excess’ 
of the requirements of production in 
the west that are indicated by the 
figures of the board; while in the Ohio 
region the industry 1s partly, at least, 
incidental to general farming and can; 
not be considered on the competitive, 
footing.” 

Every item in the wool schedule as; 
treated by the tariff board Is analyzed, 
at length by the committee, such as) 
tops, noils, yards, cloths, carpets, et«.,! 
and the report submits that there i | 
nothing to justify a change from the! 
rates proposed in the Underwood bill. 

Regarding clothing the report says: | 

“Phere is no definite information in| 
the board's data regarding the cost of’ 
manufacturing clothing, inasmuch as 
costs do not appear to have been as- 
certained abroad upon the same basis. 
About all that can be said, therefore, 
is that so far as the board's informa- 
tion ges, there is no reason for in- 
creasing the tariff on ready-made 
clothing above the rate of tariff im- 
posed upon the cloth and material out 
of which such clothing is made. The 
rate of duty fixed in this bill upon 
ready-made clothing was 45 per cent, 
whicn was the highest rate given upon 
any article provided for in the bill 
except carpets. 


REPUBLICANS SUBMIT REPORT

Inviting the democrats of the house

Upon the facts in the report, 
it Seems they ere not able to make 
any changes in their wool bill hereto- 
Gre Introduced. They have apparent- 
ly settled cown upon a conviction that 
of information is of any 
avaii in the formation of a democrat- 
ic tariff bill for revenue onlv.”’ 

he imitinoritv. members declare that 
they have. framed and introduced a 
wool bill based upon the tariff board's 
report, and have endeavored to adjust 
the rates in accordance with the doc- 
trine of protection by prescribing a 
duty equivalent to the difference in 
the cost of production at home and 
abroad as found the boars, 

‘In fixing the rate of duty 
wool,” says the report, “we have 
adopted the system of a specific duty 
per pound upon the *clean content of 
the wools. The tariff board’s report 
shows in the most conclusive way why 
an ad valorem rate on wool should 
not be adopted. The argument in 
brief is, tf the basic idea of the duty 
on wools is to give the domestic 
grower permanent. protection, it should 
remain as uniformly effective as possi- 
ble under all changes of foreign con- 
aiitions.”

WRIGHT DEFENDS RETREAT 


FROM COUNTY UNIT PLAN 


In a statement given out yesterday 
for publication, Chairman W. C. 
Wright, of the state executive com- 
mittee, seeks to defend the commit- 
tee’s action in abandoning the county 
unit plan in connection with the presi- 
dential primary on May 1. 

The substance of his position is that 
it was necessary to abandon the coun- 
ty unit plan in order to comply with 
a ruling of the national democratic 
executive committee; that the national 
committee allowed only two ways of 
selecting delegates to the national 
convention, first by direct vote for 
delegates themselves, and second, by 
the same plan followed in the selec- 
tion of delegates in 1908. 

Since the county unit plan was not 
used in 1908, it having been abandon- 
ed by Governor Hoke Smith's execu- 
tive committee for the first time in 
the history of the state, Mr. Wright 
holds that it could not be employed 
at this time, although the people of 
Georgia in that same year ordered it 
reinstated by their overwhelming vote 
given in the race for governor. 

Mr. Wright's Statement. 

Chairman Wright's statement in full 
follows: 

Here is Mr, Wright's statement: 

“To the Democrats of Georgia: t 
deem it proper te say a word in reply 
to the criticisms and dentnciations 
of certain newspapers and men in 
Georgia of the action of the state 
democratic executive commitiee in 
providing for a presidential preferen- 
tial primary to be held in this State 
on the ist day of May, 191-2. 

“From past experience, the commit- 
tee was not unmindful that no matter 
what its action might bé, they would 
be criticised and denounved by these 
same papers and persons. 

“The plan provided by the commit- 
tee is so obviously fair and impartial 
to the several candidates for the demo- 
cratic nomination for president that 
the only point the critics could. find 
ground for making is the charge that 
the state committee has sought, Dy its 
action, to relegate or destroy what is 
known as the county unit system. This 
charge, in the light of the facts, is ab- 
solutely without foundation. 


Used County Unit, 


“The present. state committee, since 
it has been in charge of the party af- 
fairs of the state, has had occasion to 
call a primary forthe nomination of a 
candidate for governor to fill an unex- 
pired term, ang in calling that primary 
the committee adopted the county unit 
plan. Without assuming to speak for 
the entire committee, | know from ex- 
pressions of the various members that 
the overwhelming majority of the 
committee indorse and favor the coun- 
tv unit plan in state primaries for the 
nomination of governor and statehouse 
officers. 

“When the committee metin Atlanta 
on the 5th day of the present month fo 
provide for the first time in the his- 
tory of this state a democratic pri- 
mary, in which the democrats of this 
state might register their choice for a 
democratic candidate for president, it 
was the honest purpose of the commit- 
tee to adopt a methog and provide 
rules by which each individual demo- 
cratic voter could give a free expres-
